a remote system for running an industry standard browser program 
(col 51, lines 35-39); 
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a programmable device that performs tasks based on command 
programs (summary of invention, col 55, lines 58-60); 

a communications system that allows the industry standard browser 
program and the device program to communicate with the controlling 
software program (summary of invention, col 51, lines 35-62); 

wherein an end user can control the controlling software program 
using the remote system to generate a desired command program based on 
a desired task and download the desired command program to the 
programmable device through the communications system (summary of 
invention, col 51, lines 35-62).
